Another British Tranaport Arrives a
Cape Town-Noews From Westernd
Border--Affairs at Landvamith,

London, Nov, 18,—The British war
office has received from General Dullex
the following dispatch:

“Cape Town, Thorsday ovening—
Have received by pigeon post from Gen-
eral White today the following: ““The
bombardment at long range by heavy
guns continues daily. A few casual-
ties are ocourring, but no serions harm
is being done. The Boers sent in today
& number of refugeds. from the Trans:
vaal under a flag of truce. A party
from Ladysmith met them outside the
pickets, When the party separated,
the Boers fired on it before it reached
our pickets. Major Gate, of the Royal
engineers, was wounded today while
sending a message. The entrénchments
are growing stronger daily and the sup-
ply of provisions iz ample;”’

TRANS-PACIFIC .CABLE.

The Route Crosies Poep Abysses and
High Mouniains,

New York, Nov. 18.—A gpecial to
the Tribune from Washington suys:

Rear-Admiral Bradford has com-
pleted the official naval project for a
trans-Pacific submarine calile between
San Franeisco and-Manila in time to
supply congress with all the essentinl
information at the opening of the next
session thet will permit intelligent con-
sideration of the subject and prompt ac-
tion for the inauguration of the great
work.

All doubt has been removed regard-
ing the practieability of the enterprise
by the adoption of Honolnlu, Midway
and Guam as relay stations on the long
line, and by the discoveries made from
the naval-survey ship Nero as to the
charieter of the ocean bed between
thoge points, The sounding instru-
ments of this ship disclosed an abyss
in the Western Pacifio over five miles
deep, but a slight divergence from a
straight line fortunately developed a
route avoiding this insuperahle obstacle
to laying & working cable, “At another
point, on the same stretch between
Midway and Guam, a submerged moun-
tain over 12,000 feet in height was dis-
covered, and a reazonably level road
around this was fonnd.

The physical practicability of the
line now having been aséured beyond
doulbt, it only remains for congress to
weigh the military necessities and com-
mercial advantages to acerue from the
construetion and operation of the sys~
tem. It was represented to congress
at ita last sesgion that the revenue to be
expected from the Pacific cable wonld
oot attract private capital unless it
had & connection with Austrialida, Japan
and Ching, as well as with San Fran-
cisco, Honoluln and Manila.

For that reason it was deemed indis-
pensable that the United States shonld
own BStronge island, in the Cuaroline
group, or a cable landing there to in-
sure the working of & loap to Australia.
~ The absence of this may deter any
corporation from undertuking the oper-
afion of a cable aerossthe Pacific with-
out & heavy subsidy.
